A Proclamation to enable the cranſporting of 


Butter from the Northern parts, according to His 
Majeſties former Licence. 


De Hereas the Kings moſt excellent Majeſtic by Letters Patents under the 
N Great Seal ot England, bearing date the eleventh day of May, in the üxth peer 


N D thouſand and two bhundzed barrels of Engliſh Butter yeerly within the 
s 20:thern parts ofthis Kingdom, viz. withinthe Counties of Lincoln and York, 
ES. and other places and Counties lying Nozth of the ſaid Connty of York, and 

not elſewhere, and to tranſpoztthe ſame from the Bozts of Boſton, Kingſton upon 
Hull, and Newcaſtle, oz any other Pozts Withia the laid Counties, into any the parts beyond the 
ſeas (being at the time of ſuch tranſpoztation iu league oz amity with His Majesty) toꝛ the terme 
of one and re the pꝛite of Butter in thoſe parts ſhould not exceed four pence the 
pound, under the Kent andReſervations therein expꝛeſſed, as bytheſaid Letters Patents may 
appear. And whereas His Peſeltie by bis Pꝛoclamation of the tenth dayof Jane laſt, finding 
it thenneedfull that good quantities of Butter ſhould be bꝛought in foꝛ victualling of His then 


Army in the Nozthern parts, did think fic foꝛ the pzeſent, and untill Hts pleaſure ſhould be fur⸗ 


ther declared,to reſtrain and wholly to ſuſpend (amongſt others) the exetution ot᷑ the ſaid grant, 
willing and thereby commanding all perſons whatſoever interelled in any Gꝛants oz Licences 
fo: tranſpoꝛting of Butter, and their Aſſignes, Deputies, oz Agents, that krom Hencefo:th (and 


until! His Majeſtie ſhould lignifie His further pleaſure) they ſhould fozbear to carry oz tranl⸗ 
poꝛt any Butter out of England oz Wales, into any the parts bepond the Seas (extept onely fo: the 


neceſſary victualling of their ſhips, and that to be limited accozding to the number ok the men 
and length of the voyage, and to be alſo allowed by the Officers of His Majeſties Cuſtom hou⸗ 


their Deputtes and Agents, from hencefozth to have and ule the ſame, and the Liberties and 
Licences therein mentioned, in the ſame manner as they might have done befoze His Pajeſttes 
ſaid Pꝛotlamation; under the limitations, payments, and pꝛo biſions expꝛeſſed in His Majeſlies 
ſaid Gzant; The ſaid P2oclamation, oꝛ any other reſtraint to thetontrary, notwithlkanding, 
And therekoze His Majeſty doth hereby requireand tommand all Hts Cuſtomers and other Hts 
Officers and Miniſters ofthe ſaid Pozts of Boſton, Kingſton upon Hull, Newcaſtle upon Tyne, andthe 
members thereof, to take knowledgeof His Majeſties Royall will and plealure herein declared,
